6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  Employees'  Social  Security. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  the  town  house. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of  agents 
and  officers. 

10.  To  see  how  much  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  use  of  the  Campton-Thomton  Town  Dump. 

11.  To  see  how  the  town  wishes  to  pay  off  the  $6,000.00  loan 
borrowed  from  the  Pemigewasset  National  Bank  to  improve  the 
pond  road.    And  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  same. 


12.  To  see  if  the  town  is  in  favor  of  having  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  combined  with  office  of  the  tax  collector,  thereby  creating  a 
new  office  of  town  clerk-tax  collector  to  be  held  by  one  individual. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  planning  board  consisting 
of  five  members.
